All members of the council except 


Aid. Firkus, who appeared later, were 
present at the regular monthly meet- 
ing last Tuesday evening when Mayor 
Cashin rapped to order. Comptroller 
Cunneen presented his monthly report 
setting forth that the street 
fund, 


police fund and fire fund have all been 
overdrawn and there is but $493.93 in 
the general fund, about $1,100 in the 
sewer fund and $3,300 in the bridge 
fund. Aid. Redfield presented a reao- 
ution providing: that the money in the 
latter two funds be borrowed to pay 
current expenses and to be put back 
when taxfs are collected. 
This reso- 


lution was carried by all voting in 
favor except Aid. Gee. 


Wm. Bretzke, Jos. Strong and Otto 


Ford made application for the position 
of janitor of the city hall. Aid. Pagel 
stated that he believed it was not 
necessary to hire a janitor, especially 
at the present time, and upon motion 
the applications were placed on file for 
future reference. 


A resolution of the board of educa 


tion asked that the sanitary sewer be 
built at once from the Fourth wart 
public school building to connect with 
the sewer on N. Second street and that 
the Fifth ward school be connected by 
sewer next year. Upon motion of Aid. 
Redfield the resolution was laid on the 
table, all the money in the sewer fund 
having been turned into the general 
fund, as per resolution above men- 
tioned. 
A resolution by Aid. Urowski 


providing for the laying of a sewer 
from the Fourth ward building, met 
with the same fate upon motion of 
Aid. Abb. 


A resolution providing for the laying 


of six incn water mains on N. Second 
street, from Franklin street to Normal 
avenue, was read. It provided for the 
placing of one hydrant on the north 
side of the slough bridge and City At- 
torney Owen, who was present and 
drew the ordinance, said he thought it 
might be advisable to place two hyd- 
rants, one on the north side of the 
bridge and the other on the south side 
near engine house No. 1. After some 
discussion, however, the ordinance was 
adopted as originally introduced. 
A 


resolution by Aid. Urowski providing 
for the improvement of N. Second 
street from Normal avenue north, was 
read and adopted. 


The board of education presented a 


resolution providing for the placing of 
$34,845 in the tax budget for the sup- 
port of the city schools for the coming 
year, and upon motion of Aid. Redfield 
the resolution was adopted. 


A list of persons receiving aid from 


the city was presented by the comp- 
troller. 


Comptroller Cur.neen presented an 


estimate of the amount necessary lor 
defraying the expenses of the city for 
the coming year, a total of §50,960. 
To Le deducted from this will be the 
sums received from liquor and other 
licenses, leaving a balance to be raised 
of $37,840. Aid. Pagel stated that he 
believed 88,000 is not sufficient to be 
placed in the street fund, and his mo- 
tion to increase the same to $10,000 was 
carried. 
He then made another motion 


increasing the sinking fund from $2,000 
to $4,000 and this was also carried by 
all voting yes except Abb, Cook. Hods- 
don and Schenk. This leaves a total of 
$41,840 to be raised by taxation, and 
upon motion the comptroller's report 
as amended was adopted. 
Aid. Schenk 


wanted the collection of poll taxes 
dropped, as he said only very few pay 
it at the present time, and those are 
tax payers who already 
contribute 


sufficiently to the city treasury. 


Supt. Davis of the public schools was 


present and addressed the council upon 
the question of sanitary sewage from 
the Fourth and Fifth ward schools. 
He 


blamed the council for their action in 
turning down the resolution providing 
for a sewer to the Fourth ward build- 
ing, declaring that the condition of 
that building caused by stench from the 
basement, where the closets are locat- 
ed, is often almost unbearable for both 
teachers and pupils, and the members 
of the council should have taken these 
matters under consideration 
before 


their hasty action. 
He also spoke of 


the condition of the Fifth ward build- 
ing, where a sanitary sewer system is 
also needed, and his remarks were feel- 
ingly and emphatically expressed for 
the health of both pupils and teachers. 
Aldermen Abb and Redfield did not 
agree with the superintendent as to 
the immediate necessity of sewage, 
and a tilt between the Second ward 
alderman and the head of oar schools 
was brief, but interesting. 


The Automatic Cradle Co. asked for 


a strip of land about 90x150 feet, and 
adjoining their factory on the south side 
in what has been the slough, saying 
that as soon as their new addition is 
completed, they will employ at least 50 
hands, and if the city did not wish to 
donate this land, they would be pleased 
to receive a price for the same. 
Upon 


motion of Aid. Schenk this matter was 
referred to the city attorney and com 
mittee on city affairs to ascertain the 
city's right to transfer the property, 
with power to act. 


An application 
for retail 
liquor 


license from Peter Broski at 247 N. 
Second street, known as the Kobella 
House, was referred to the committee 
on licenses, who reported recommend- 


ney for advisement. 
Upon the alder- 


man's recommendation one sprinkling 
team and the horse and boy now used 
to repair sidewalks will be laid off for 
the balance of the season and street 
work will be dispensed with, except the 
improvements on N. Second street and 
anything that may be absolutely neces- 
sary. 
Aid. Gee recommended that the 


street roller be used on the Jordan road 
and other streets after a rain, as these 
thoroughfares could be greatly 
im- 


proved thereby. 
Aid. Abb spoke of the 


unfinished condition of walks on Church 
street, and upon his motion the board 
of public works were instructed to 
order grade stakes set and walka built 
on Church and Division streets, includ- 
ing the walks in front of the Kings- 
bury, store and the Odd Fellows block. 
An old wagon owned by the city will 
be sold to Peter Trierweiler for $10, 
upon recommendation of Aid. Hodsdon. 
The meeting then adjourned.

Big Things in North Dakota. 


Arthur Van Order, of Hull, who has 


been at Hansboro, N. D., for several 
weeks, where he has business inter- 
ests, gives the following facts of the 
town and surrounding country, which 
may be of interest to our readers: 
This little burg has a population of 
about 250, possibly 300. 
It has one 


church, one graded school, one physi- 
cian, one drug store, one barber shop, 
one blacksmith shop employing 
two 


men. a livery barn, two banks, two 
lumber yards, two pool rooms, three 
hardware stores, five elevators, one a 
bonded elevator, two general stores, 
one meat market, a postoffice. hotel 
and restaurant, and all seem to be do- 
ing a fair business, especially the pool 
rooms, as there are a number of tran- 
sient people here at this time, men 
who are at work on the threshing 
machines, and they generally get into 
town on Saturday evenings and make 
things lively while they stay. 


And now to give you an idea of a 


threshing outfit in North Dakota: In 
the first place the motive power con- 
sists of a 35 horsepower engine, the 
separator. I do not know the size, out 
this much I do know, there is not a 
barn that I know of in Portage county 
that you could haul one of them into 
without taking off the roof or cutting 
away part of the machine. 
The crew 


consists of an engineer, fireman, sep- 
arator mar, cook, a man and team to 
haul water, fourteen men and teams to 
haul bundles and four extra men to 
pitch bundle*, two in the field and two 
at the machine, and if the farmer puts 
the grain in the elevator it takes from 
four to six extra teams according to 
distance from elevators. 
One of those 


machines thresh from 2,000 to 3,000 
bushels each day, and the price is from 
8 to 10 cent* per bushel. 
Threshing 


will be completed in about ten days, 
barring storms. The season has been 
fine so far. only one storm that delayed 
them two days. 


There are about 6,000 bushels of 
grain marketed.'and stored here each 
day. 
Wheat in this county will aver 


a«e 20 bushels per acre, oats from 25 
to 50 and barley abort 35 bwheta. 
Wheat is grading about one-third No. 
1 hard, balance No. 1 northern.

Wellington Kollock, afterwards 
Mrs. Nelson Kollock of Almond, anc 
according to her own words she relatec 
the following: 


"When I first entered the building 


recognized the flag of the 18th Wiscon- 
sin standing in a corner and I took pos- 
session of it. That night Van Dora's 
men made a raid on our forces and re- 
captured the hospital. I took the flag 
and rushed out into a back room, and 
took an ax and pried up a board of the 
floor and put the flag under 5t. then 
replaced the board. I had just finished 
my wo.rk when the rebels came, bat 
taking me for a southern lady, did 
molest me. As soon as possible I 
moved the flag and secreting it in „., 
clothing made my escape and reached 
our lines, where I returned it safely to 
Co. E." 


This flag was in the following 


battles: Shiloh, second battle of Cor- 
inth, Inka Bolivar. Holly Springs and 
the siege ot Vicksburg. 
On Sunday 


morning, July 4, 1863, upon the sur- 
render of Vicksburg by Gen. Pember- 
tor, it was raised over Fort Hill, one 
of the largest of the rebel forts. 
At 


Vicksburg the 18th received their colors 
and this old battleworn veteran was 
carefully folded up and laid away by 
Capt. Wm. Bremmer, who retained 
possession of it until a short time be- 
fore his death, when he gave it to 
James A. Bremmer, a nephew, one of 
the original color guards, who received 
it from the hands of the patriotic ladies 
of Plover nearly half a century ago. 


This flag remains the property of J. 


A. Bremmer but is placed in the hands 
of the public library board and librarian 
and their successors for safe keeping, 
and is not to be removed by any person 
except upon a written order from Mr. 
Bremmer.

worse public enemies of the American 
people. Upward of 15,000 deaths oc- 
cur from malaria, which is spread by 
the mosquito alone. This figure does 
not count the vast number of people 
whose systems are weakened by ma- 
laria and thus easily succumb to oth- 
er diseases. The discomfort caused 
by the mosquito in many parts of the 
country is also a grave injury to pros- 
perity.

quito is known to science as agomer- 
mls culiols—meaning "roundworm of 


j the mosquito"—and is recognized as a 


destructive parasite of the wicked in- 
sect. It is also called the "hairworm" 
in many places on account of its re- 
semblance to a small hair. It spends 
at least part of Its life in the belly of 
the mosquito, and. In the case of the 
female, when it does not kill her, it 
prevents her from reproducing her 
species—a result equally satisfactory. 


Very little is known of the life his- 


tory of the worm, or how It spends 
the early stages of its existence. It is 
a new discovery. 
It was first found 


and Identified, only a short time ago. 
by Dr. John B. Smith, who. as ento- 
mologist attached to the New Jersey 
agricultural experiment station, at 
New Brunswick, has charge of the 
mosquito survey of his state, which 
has a wide-spread reputation for pro- 
ducing a remarkable crop of mosqui- 
toes.

He pointed out 
that a probable route to the south 
pole would be along stretches of land 
on which stations might be estab- 
lished, and that this would mean a 
quicker discovery.

return to the north pole.

Have you ever stopped to wonder 


how tomatoes would taste If the? 
were not such a pretty red; or if 
French creams would tempt us if 
served in the form of hash? It takes 
a little more trouble to serve a meal 
in dainty form, but how much better 
the plainest food tastes? The shin* 
ing linen and silver, the sprig of green 
on shining meat platter and the neat 
rice mold with tomato sauce, all serve 
to transform the pickup wash-day 
meal. 


Garnishing Is more a question of 


taste and time than money. Through 
most of the year a few leaves picked 
from shrubs or trees and tucked in on 
the edges of a platter of meat or fruit 
enhance the appearance of the dish, 
while for the other months parsley 
can easily be raised in a window box. 


Most people will garnish their meats 


with a few sprigs of green and neg- 
lect all other dishes. 
Fruit 
looks 


much more inviting if it is set in a 
bed of green or has clusters of foliage 
put among it. As far as possible use 
the natural foliage. Grape leaves are 
excellent for large 
fruits as canta- 


loupes, and tbe nasturtium leaves and 
tendrils are effective on salad that is 
not set on lettuce hearts. 


A touch of color always looks well 


combined with the green; thus 
the 


small sweet peppers or cherry toma- 
toes should be raised in every garden, 
even if one has but a small vegetable 
patch in a city yard. 


Carrots, beets, cucumbers, lemons 


in slices or sections, hard-boiled eggs 
and the tiny yellow tomatoes all lend 
themselves to garnishing. Candied 
fruit is equally effective, but costs 
more than the average housewife can 
afford. 


Oysters are improved by sections of 


lemon and sprigs of mint through the 
ice. Indeed, tracked ice may be used 
artistically instead of merely as a 
chiller. 
Raw oysters or grape fruit 


may be just as cold to the palate if 
they have been set in the refrigerator 
for hours and served without ice, but 
it certainly will not be so attractive 
to the eye as when passed in a bed 
of shaved ice. 


A finger bowl should always have a 


few flowers or a leaf floating on the 
surface of the water. Rose geranium 
leaves and lemon verbena are deli- 
cious; while a few nasturtium blos- 
soms give a charming touch of color. 


Do-not think such garnishing is un- 


necessary for the simple family meal; 
it adds a refining touch that goes a 
long way toward making up a scanty 
menu.

Roll out the last time about an 
inch thick, cut with a round cutter, 
brush with egg, sprinkle with sugar 
and bake in a moderate oven with a 
stronger bottom heat. 


Broiled Chicken on Toast.

FIGURES MADE HIS FORTUNE 


Prank Trumbull is perhapH the only one of 


the great railroad rulers of whom it can be said 
literally that hi« iigure« were hit) fortune—that 
IH to Hay, by hie inarvelou* quickneBB and accu- 
racy at figures he grew into the great railroad 
and financial world until he hao become a giant. 
At the age of 12 he was a mathematical "won 
der" in the little town of Pleasant Hill. Mo. He 
had then been through and was proficient in all 
the branches of mathematics from arithmetic to 
and including trigonometry, but was compelled to 
quit school because his head was growing Canter 
than his body. 
To-day he is president of a big 


railroad system of the west and south, of which 
he took'charge 15 years ago, without a cent in 
hie treasury. His natural ability in handling fig- 
ures early developed an alertness of mind which 


enabled him to grasp a situation quickly and to act quickly with an unerring 
judgment as to the result. 


It was energy supplemented by efficiency that led Mr. Trumbull rapidly 


up from a clerkship in the freight office of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
railway at Sedalia, Mo., where he received $45 a month when he was not 
yet 16. When 21 he was chief clerk at a salary of $175 a month. At 23 he 
had 170 men under him in the freight claim and accounting department of 
the Missouri Pacific. In 14 years he had mastered every detail in that depart- 
Then he did a remarkable thing. He gave up railroading for five years. He 
•went into the coal business in Colorado. Here he saw his chance to study 
the shipper's end of the great game. Incidentally he was engaged in making 
reports on railroads and other properties to New York and London bankers. 
In 1893 there was a bitter fight in Denver over railroad matters. The courts 
gave the Denver & Gulf railroad, then a part of the Union Pacific, a sepa- 
rate existence. This road became the Colorado & Southern. All the fighting 
factions were given a week to agree on a receiver. On the last night of the 
week, when six names were under discussion, they agreed on Prank Trumbull. 
And here begins a story as wonderful as that of Aladdin or any magician who 
ever said "Presto!" When Frank Trumbull took hold of the road 1C years 
ago, it was a local ore line in Colorado, a little more than a thousand miles 
long, and its principal assets were "two streaks of rust and a right of way." 
It was bankrupt and in the hands of a receiver. Four months later came the 
great Debs strike of 1894. But the Colorado £ Southern of to-day is nearly 
3,000 miles long and the reports of 1908, 15 years after, show earnings of 
$15,000,000, and Frank Trumbull is its president.

Mr. Eberhart was born in Sweden 38 years 


ago, but came to Minnesota in 1881, when be was 
10 years old. He attended the public schools and 
was afterward graduated from Gustavus Adol- 
phus college at St. Peter, as a minister of the 
gospel. 


Soon aftetr his graduation, however, Mr. Eber- 


hart abandoned church work and took up the study of law in the office of 
Judge Gray at Mankato, his home town. He was successful as an attorney 
and soon built up a large practice. 


He was at one time clerk of the 1'nited States circuit and district courts, 


and later was United States commissioner for the district of Minnesota. In 
1903 
he turned his attention to an elective office and was elected to the state 


senate. In 1905 he was re-elected. In 1906 he was elected lieutenant-gover- 
nor and was re-elected in 190S. His majority was almost as high in 1906 as 
Johnson's. 


Mr. Eberhart's name originally was Olson. 
But there were in Mankato 


during bis residence there half a dozen or more Adolph Olsons, and as a 
result many instances of confusion of identity occurred, not the least of these 
being errors in the delivery of important mail. 
So when the future state 


official was married he asked the court to permit him to take the name of 
his wife, a petition that was granted, and since then he has been Adolph O. 
Eberhart.

Fal- 
conio. once in Rome, would be eligible to the headship of the Catholic church 
which he has serred all his life in the humblest as well as in the most distin- 
guished stations. 


When he succeeded Martinelli at Washington eight years ago. .Ms;r Fal- 


conio was welcomed as an American citizen, for although he was born and 
educated in Italy, he came to America as a young man and much of his work 
was done on this side of the- ocean, as an educator at the Colleee of St Bon- 
aventure. at Albany, as a priest ;n the Italian colony of Xew York and among 
'he wild peoples of the Newfoundland coast. A Franciscan, the present apos- 
tolic delegate was at the absolute command of the heads of his order that 
ancient order of barefooted friars pledged to chastity, poverty and obedi- 
ence—a«d he never hesitated to answer the word of command.

Baldwin Marks Young, has a name long 


It is probable tbat military raea regard G«o. enough, but not aearly so lone •» bis army rec- 


ord. Gen Young has senred in every rank 
Known to the military organization, barring only 
that of general, a rank which stands by itself 
and which stands in the American sen ice by 
only a few men When he was a boy Lieut. Gen. 
Young was a private of volunteers 
He was as 


proud when he was made a corporal as he was 
on that day five years ago, when his commis- 
sion as lieutenant general of the army of the 
United States was signed by Theodore Roose- 
velt who had fought on the Cuban battlefields 
under the eye of the man he was commission- 
ing. 


It look Gen. Young only six months to reach 


the grade of captain. He was given the com- 
mand of a troop of the Fourth Pennsylvania 
cavalry, and his liking for the mounted serv- 
ice was such that he stayed in the saddle all 
through his rareer as a regular. The general 
served four >ears with the Pennsylvania vol- 
unteer cavalry, and before he left its ranks 
he had led it in battle as Its commanding of- 
ficer 
In every fight from that at Mechanics 


villp to th" skirmish which preceded the sur- 
r^nder at Appomattox, the Pennsylvania sol- 
dier had a part, 


Only one or two officers In the United States 


service received more brevet commissions for 
gallantry in action than did Gen. Young. The 
list is a long one, and It includes recognition 
for gallant and meritorious services at 
th«» 


Battle of Sulphur Springs, Amelia Spring. Sail- 
ors Creek an<i a flnal brevet as brigadier gen- 
eral "for gallant and meritorious service dur- 
ing the campaign terminating with the surren- 
der of the Insurgent army under Gen. Robert 
E Lee" 


At the battle of Gaines Mills, Young's squad- 


ron of the Fourth cavalry was cut off from 
the rest of the command by a large force of 
the enemy 
He ordered his men to dismount 


and to ficht on foot.

As soon as he bad recovered be 


went to the Philippines and was there in ac- 
tive service In tbe field for several years.

succeeded Gen. Miles as chief of the genera! 
staff and as lieutenant general of the army. He 
retired from tbe service about four years ago, 
after having followed tbe flat for 41 years.
